Tho etatement nado by the 
rmacy iv THR Hongkong Cham berofCom- 
CANTON — moree in its Trade Report 
- DELTA, issued fur this mail that. 
‘Business ovorywhoro is 
hampered Ly the lawless stato of the coun- 
try, which is: moro or less in the hands of 
numerous bands of brigands, preying on 
nll legitimate trade,’ is one which deserves 
mare than passing natice. We in Hong. 
kong know how seriously the-trade of the 
port with the southern portion of China 
has -heen retarded by the prevalence of 
piracy in the Canton delta, hut apparently 
the seriousness of the condition of affairs is 
nol realized by the home authurities,, and 
hoped that the referehes now 
made by the Chamber of Connnerea may 
Jead to some definite policy in these waters. 
In the past history of our intcrcourso with 
China it has not been 
cessary toe await detailed instructions from 
tho authositics in Downing Street. Thero 
was n time when vur naval oflicers wero

always ne- 


given a free hand iu the suppression of 
piracy in the China Seas, and an pirates are 
us detrimentn! to Chinese interests as they 
arete British trade we have ty doubt that if 
general instructions were issauil by the Bri- 
tish Government from the Admiralty, giving 
our naval officurs a free hand, the present 
recrudescence of piratical outrages would 
he speedily swept away. On the Chinn 
station there is nuw 4 large feet, the second 
largest. British squadron afloat, and without 
hampering the mobility of the flect in any 
way a sufficient number of sinall cruisers 
conld be detached for the general 
policing of the delta.; So long as we 
are embroiled in South Africa, however, the 
Imperial Governwent, cannot be desirous of 
raising any complications in tho Far Last, 
but-as His Excellency the Viceroy at Can- 
ton has expressed his willingness tu Sir 
Henry Blako, the Governor of Hongkong, 
ty co-operate with tho British authorities 
in the suppression of piricy, wo do not 
suppose tint any serious difficulties would 
arise. At any rate the matter is onu 
which is requiring immediate and 
drastic treatment, and’ we hope tho 
Committes of the Hongkong General 
Chanbor ,of Commorce ‘will ‘uso what- 
ever influence it has upon the other 
fureign mombers of this: representative 
commercial body to enlist ethor nations 
Germany, for instunce—to assist in polic- 
ing the waters of the southern delta. » Our 
German frionds profit largely from tho 
trade facilities affurded by Hongkong’s 
proximity to the “mainland, ind as 
British interests suffer, so German trado 
alko is to somg extent hampered by tho 
operations’ vf the Chinese pirates, Tho 
Uuited States ate tuo busy iu tho Philip- 
pines to expect this growing commercial 
power to assist, but it is roasouable to ox- 
pect that ina few more months even the 
Cnited States may- bo abla to Jend a 
vessel or two for ernising purposes in the 
Cauton dota. Practical juintaction of this 
kind weuld do more to keep open the door 
tu fureigu trad than all the international 
agreements on paper ty respocb the open 
dour in China; and as al nations would 
benefit from the restoration uf peace in 
South Chiua, there uced bo no international 
jealouzy in tho proposals that are now 
made, The Chamber of Commerve is to 
be praised for keeping tho subject before 
the British authoitics, and we hope it will 
accept our suggestion aud ask its forsign 
wombers to petition their 
Governments to the like effect.

THE. SENSES OF PRIMITIVE MAN. 


-In' his second lecture on the ‘Senses of 
Primitive Man,” dolivercd at the Royal 
Institution recently, Dr W. H. R, Rivers 
spoke." about primitive ‘colour vision. 
‘He devoted his introductory remarks to the 
importance of the coluttr sonse in the study 
of the relation betweon Janguage and-ideas, 
and roferred to the ‘deficiency’ in colour 
senso which Dr. -Gladaténo and, Jater, 
Geiger held to éxist among the ancients, 
and to tho theory; of an ‘ovolution of colour 
senso in man within historical times. “He 
then gave some aecount of the vocabularies 
employed for colours by sevoral savage races. 
The simplest ho fdand. was among the Aus- 
tralian, natives; in the Soven Rivors district, 
a guinber of whon had only three torms ; 


natives froni the Fitzroy River showed much 
4 the same'chiracteristics. ‘Tho next simplest 
‘was that of Kiwas,-on the Fly River, where 
thero was no namo for bluo apart from back. 
Tho last two ho: mentioned were those of 
Mormy Iclund ‘and Mabung, which were 
more extensive. In thése four vocabularies, 
four stages might bo scon in the evolution 
vf colour sIangung adtly as deduced hy 
Geigor, Tred hemny the must definite, and the 
colours at the othdr end ofthe spectrum 
the least sv, It was noteworthy, too, 
thst tho” order: of these peoples in 
respect to culture was the same aa in regard 
to development of wordy for colours. ‘Lhe 
Eskimo. Dr. Rivers obsorved, differed 
radically from the languages of the tropical 
peoples he had examined in possessing an 
extromely woll-davoluped colour vocabulary. 
He next diseussed’ ‘the opithets used for 
colour. inf Homer, and concluded that the 
features of his colour language were essenti- 
ally of the samg wiature as those found 
aniong ‘primitive peuples of the present day, 
Speaking of the. objective examination of 
colour sensoin fhe Torres Straits, he said 
the people shotypa no confusion between red 
and’ green, but they did between blue and 


colour names, he thought, showed that to 
them.. blue must be a duller and darker 
colour. :than it. was to us, aod indeed the 
tintomoter had afforded. ovidenco of a dis- 
tinct quantitative doficioncy in their por- 
eoption of blue, though the results wore far 
from proving blindness to bluv.. Dr. Rivers 
then ‘discussed: some of the vbjcctions that 
had‘ bocn ‘urged against tho theory of on 
historical evolution of colour sensg, coming 
to tho conclusion that it was not to be lightly 
put aside, though it could not be regarded 
as fully demonstrated. Finally he consider- 
ed some of the fxctors that determined the 
speciat. churacteristics of primitive colour 
lnnguaye, giving some instances, from wide. 
ly separated parts of the world, in which 
names of culoura Seemed to be derived from 
tho same natural objects.
